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T is 61 years ago the nic-nth I 
write, that this business was 
founded. My father started 
it in a little one room building here on 
the banks of the Mississippi in Jan- 
uary, 1865. 

Today, if you were here, you eould 
look out of my window and see the great 
buildings, the acres of lumber piles 
which have grown from that small start. 
On the walls hang pictures of other 
plants, built to take care of this great 
and growing business — one on the Pa- 
cific Coast, another near the Gulf of 
Mexico, and still others in great cities which were vil- 
lages when my father first opened his shop. 

But I know that the reason back of all this physical 
progress was the idea which was born in that little one 
room shop — to help people build better homes — to give 
more value for their money than they eould get any- 
where else — to make home building safe and sure. 

Today this idea, which we have made an ideal, is just 
as vital a thing as it was 60 years ago. Then when my 
father started making mouldings by machinery at the 
rate of 1,000 f eet in an hour, when it ordinarily took two 
men at least thirty hours hard work to make the same 
quantity by hand, he had made a great step toward 
making home building better and less expensive. Today 
we have carried this fundamental idea much farther, 
until we make not only mouldings, windows, frames, 
etc, by machine, but stairways, kitchen cases also and 
even cut the lumber for the house itself to fit, and ship 
it all bundled and marked, ready to nail up. Such work 
we can, of course, do much cheaper by machine than it 
can be done by hand tools while the house is being built, 
and we do it more accurately, too. Thus, you get as 
good or better work for much less money. 

Let me give a little instance of what this means: 
Ordinarily, when a carpenter fits a lock in a door, he has 
to bore and chisel a hole in the door for the lock to set 
into. It's a rather delicate job and takes at least an 
hour for each door. One day one of our men came into 
my office with the suggestion that we do this by ma- 
chine work bef ore we ship the doors out. I told him to 
go ahead and rig up a machine and in a few days he 
called me over to see it. It worked perfectly — cutting 
a hole of just the right size in less than thirty seconds. 

Now the average six room house has anywhere from 
fourteen to twenty doors so you can see that one ma- 
chine saves you from se ven to twelve hours carpenter' s 
time. That's just one instance and a very simple one. 
I eould give you scores of other examples of time saving 
and money saving which we make by machine labor. 

As our business grew we found in order to give the 
right kind of service and insure the quality of material 
being up to our st andards, we had to control our sources 
of supply. So when you buy a Gordon -Van Tin e home it 
is shipped direct from the mill of the very best lumber 
which can be produced, all ready to be nailed up. 
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As you read through this book and 
examine the plans, T want you to realize 
that they aren't just ideas, but tested, 
proven plans, and that the finest ma- 
terial in the world is all cut to size and 
fitted, stored and waiting to be shipped 
out to build them. I want you to real- 
ize that Gordon- Van Tine Homes are 
as staunch and strong and well built 
as the best homes in your neighbor- 
hood. They are homes which can hold 
their own anywhere. 

It would be very easy for us to chear> 
en our homes considerably. We eould 
cut down here and there — furnish 2x8 joists where 
we now use % x 10's, and 2 x 6's where we now use 
2 x 8's, specify less material, poorer grades, and use 
cheap hardware and trim — and still furnish you a house 
which would look pretty well when it was built. But 
it wouldn't take long for this cheapness to show up. 
In two or three years the floors would sag, the windows 
would rattle, the roof leak, the door latches refuse to 
work, and a thousand and one other annoyances and 
disappointments would show up. 

We do not feel that is what you want and we won't 
sell it to you. The only way we know to build the right 
kind of a house, is to put the best of material in it and 
plenty of it and that's what we do. As a pledge of our 
sincerity we send with every Gordon- Van Tine Home a 
framed guarantee signed by mysélf, which guarantees 
your home for twenty years. That's how much f aith we 
have in them. 

When you set out to buy and build a home, you are 
about to make the most important purchase of your life 
— probably the largest one in dollars and certainly the 
one which should give you the greatest return in happi- 
ness, peace and contentment. You are buying, not for 
today, but for tomorrow and all the tomorrows to corae. 
We are soberly mindf ui of these things — every man and 
woman in our organization realizes the respon sibility 
which is rightfully ours. If they do not, they soon find 
other employment, for they are distinctly out of tune 
with our institution. A sincere desire to serve, and I use 
this hackneyed word "serve" without apology, is the 
most vital force in our business and it permeates the 
whole organization. You will find us the kind of Com- 
pany you enjoy dealing with. 

I am sure you will see the benefits for you in Gordon- 
Van Tine's complete service; giving you the finest ma- 
terial for less money by selling to you your material 
direct at wholesale prices, saving you money in the con- 
struction of your home by doing most of your work by 
machinery at the mill, and safeguarding your purchase 
with a Guarantee of "Absolute Satisfaction or Money 
Back." You can order your home right from this book 
and I will pledge to you that every person in this organ- 
ization and every dollar of our resources will be back of 
the statements I have made here and our Guarantee of 
"Satisfaction or Money Back."

Home building has lagged far behind other industries in replacing 
slow, costly hand labor with speedy, money saving, machine produc- 
tion. This generationhas seenhorse drawn vehicles supplanted by Fords 
and Buicks, gas engines replace windmills, and vacuüm cleaners do 
more work in ten minutes than broom and elbow grease could in anhour. 

But through all this progress the rasp of the handsaw still sounds 
where old time house building methods persist. Through mounting 
wage scales and increasing lumber costs, these ancient methods have 
exacted an ever increasing toll from the home builder, for 97% of the 
pieces of lumber which go into a home mitst have one or more cuts made 
in them to mafte them fit. Actually the average is two and four-tenths 
cuts to each ]nece used. In the days of cheap labor and plentiful lumber 
this did not make so much diff erence ; but today it means that actually 
hundreds of dollars in carpenters' time and valuable lumber are used 
up in work which can really be done better by machine at the f actory 
at a fraction of the cost. 

Built Like a Skyscraper 

The Gordon-Van Tine Company have recognized this as the great- 
est problem in home building and to solve it have spent years in per- 
fecting the Gordon-Van Tine Ready-Cut system of construction. 
This system consists in doing the same thing for the builder of an in- 
dividual home which the great steel companies do for the builder of a 
skyscraper. It is the application of modern machine methods to home 
building. If you have ever watched a skyscraper being built, you must 
have noticed that there was no cutting of steel beams on the job. 
Beams and girders are snatchedright from the truck asthey are shipped 
and swung into place, perhaps ten stories up, and fit exactly. All the 
measuring and cutting, even boring the rivet holes, were done at the 
steel mill w T hich made the beams and girders. If it were necessary to 
cut them on the job by hand with torch and hacksaw, steel construc- 
tion would be prohibitively high and it would take years to build a 
skyscraper which now goes up in a few months.^ 

It is this modern system of construction which Gordon-Van Tine 
have applied to home building. Instead of steel the medium used is 
lumber, but the methods are exactly the same. The pieces are cut to 
exact length at the mill on speedy, economical machines which enable 
two men to do the work of twenty. Everything is done accurately to 
the sixteenth of an inch, so that everything fits even more perfectly 
than when the cutting is done by hand. Parts are all stenciled with 
easily read and plainly legible figures. These figures correspond 
exactly with those shown on the complete blueprint plans furnished. 
The pieces necessary to frame such parts 
as window and door openings, dormers, 
etc, are bundled so that they do not be-

half an hour. We do it by machine in less than 
two minutes.

Not Portable— Permanent, Solid Construetion 

We want to emphasize that a Gordon-Van Tine Ready-Cut home is 
built just like the best built frame homes in your neighborhood. It is 
not portable nor knock-down; it is a permanent, staunch, sturdy 
building which will last for generations when it is built. The Gordon- 
Van Tine Ready-Cut system simply means that all the work possible 
to do on machines is done at the f actory, and the carpenters can spend 
their time and use their skill in actually building the house. 

There is no "hunting for pieces" on a Gordon-Van Tine home. We 
do all that at the factory. Under our system of marking and bundling, 
framing lumber for all parts such as window and door openings, dor- 
mers, etc, is bundled separately, an opening to a bundie. The sheath- 
ing is handled the same way. Larger pieces are clearly marked, and 
as they are standardized (all studs, for instance, are interchangeable) 
no difficulty at all is encountered. There is no other system of Ready- 
Cut construetion of which this is true. 

When the carpenters come on the job they find the material really 
prepared for them to begin work— they can actually start building. 
You have no doubt noticed and been impressed by watching houses 
being built under the old method, to see how they progressed by fits 
and starts. The carpenters come on the ground and seem to be very 
busy measuring, marking, and sawing, but nothing happens in the 
actual building. Then suddenly the frame work goes up and in half 
a day they seem to have accomplished more than they did in the 
previous three days. Then came another delay, and another spurt, 
and so on. The carpenters were busy the whole time, but they had 
to prepare the lumber— measure it, mark it, cut it, and fit it, before 
they could start the actual building, and this work had all to be done 
slowly by hand. This is the work which we do quickly and exactly 
on power machinery at a small fraction of the cost to you. Many 
customers and contractors teil us that the saving in labor (construc- 
tion cost) is about 30%!

Standardized Material— Cut and Stored for Shipment 

For instance, we have found that the proper studding heightj is nine f eet and 
all our studs are this length ; thus any st ud will fit on any house ; roof sheathing 
on a quarter pitch roof has the same angle cut no matter how wide the roof, 
and this material can also be cut, stored and used on any house with this 
type of roof, and so on through a list of over 1300 items.

Only No. I fir is used — 
even where No. 2 yellow pine is found in general specifications. 

CHANGES IN CONSTRUCTION— Different climatic conditions 
prevailing in different parts of the country sometimes make alter- 
ations advisable in stock specifications. Where desired, these 
changes can be made and we will be glad to submit you revised 
prices. 

If you live in the extreme Northern part of the country you may 
want to back piaster and put building paper under the roof 
shingles for warmth.

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How We Bundie and Mark Material 
To Save You Time on the Job 

No "Hunting for Pieces" on a Gordon-Van Tine Home 



T HERE'S no time lost "hunting f or pieces" on a Gordon- 
Van Tine Home, We cut all the f raming material and 
the sheathing — all the rough lumber to fit at the milL 
But we do not simply load it into the car as it comes f rom the 
machines; that would be only half doing the job. When your 
Gordon-Van Time Home arrivés and you open the sealed car, 
you find not just a pile of lumber — Iittle pieces and big pieces 
all mixed together — but a well ordered, carefully packed lot of 
material — a large part of which is carefully bundled. 

And as you examine these bundies closer, you will find that 
this bundling is not just an attempt to assemble all the pieces 
of similar length to keep them f rom rattling around in the car; 




I— All the f raming material for the dormer roof is assembled in one bundie, 
tacked together and securely tied. 

2 — All the pieces needed to frame in a window opening are assembled in one 
bundie, tacked and strapped, 

3 — The short pieces of wall sheathing between openings are assembled in bundies. 

4 — Angle sheathing for roof is cut to fit and assembled in one bundïe. 

5 — The pieces for framing door are cut to fit and assembled in a bundie ready 
to nail in place. 

6 — Wall sheathing for dormer is all cut to fit and assembled in a bundie. 

7 — All framing for dormer window is cut and assembled in one bundie. 

This gives you but a small idea of the way in which we bundie the pieces for a 
Gordon-Van Tine Home. Every window and door opening is bundled, just like 
is shown above; all short pieces of sheathing are bundled as is shown, The long 
pieces such as studding, joists, rafters, etc, it is not necessary to bundie, as 
many of them are interchangeable and they are easily identined because they 
are clearly marked with the name of the piece. Wherever there could be any 
hunting for pieces necessary, we do the hunting at the mill and bundie as we 
cut. All these bundies are stenciled the same as the plans and our thorough 
instructions for piling lumber make it easy for anyone to pile the bundies 
where they are handy. Once the carpenter reaches the point where a bundie 
is needed, he simply breaks the straps, takes the pieces as they come and 
that particular job is done in a jiffy. No measuring, no marking, no sawing, 
and no hunting for pieces. 



but that in each bundie are the pieces you need for a particular 
job. Note the picture below: 

This shows you at a glance what this bundling means to you 
when you come to build your house. When the plan shows a 
window opening, you do not have to hunt through for the 
eight to sixteen pieces necessary to frame the opening. They 
are all there in one bundie, all sorted for you at the mill. The 
same is true for the door opening and for the small pieces of 
sheathing which might otherwise get lost. And when you 
come to the dormer, you will find all the pieces to frame the 
wall are in one bundie, and another bundie has all the pieces 
for the roof. 

Complete Instructions 

With the complete instructions for handling and 
piling the lumber which we show, you are able as you 
unload the material to place it around the job where 
you can get at just the piece or bundie you need at 
the right time. The long pieces, of course, are easily 
identined — no need to bundie them; but when you 
come to a place where you have any short stuff, you 
will find that they are all hunted out for you and all 
bundled up togther. Piling the lumber is very easily 
done, requires no skill, is just a matter of common 
sense. Once this material is piled according to in- 
structions it will go into the job with remarkable 
speed, because whole sections of framing or floor, or 
wall, or roof, included in one bundie or in one 
series of bundies are carried right to the spot where 
needed, the bundie broken, and then the pieces go 
up just as fast as they can be nailed.

The big porch 
extending outward invitingly and the 
substantial air of it, makes this fine res- 
idence uncommonly attractive. The de- 
sign of the roof with three intersecting 
gables is unusual and remarkably efrective 
in this type of home.

THIS beautiful home is one of the most popular designs we have 
ever shown. It has been built in practically every State in the 
Union, and adds dist inct ion to any community where it is erected. 
Note that there are two splendid floor plans shown — each with a different 
catalog number — for this one exterior. There is small need, to impress 
upon you the beauty, the convenience, and excellence of this home. 
The exterior could not be more imposing or pleasing — it is indeed a 
beautiful home, inside and out, no matter which floor plan is chosen. 
The impressive features of the exterior are the fine proportions 
obtained — the broad eaves, the big stucco pillars, the heavy brackets 
supporting the quaint hood over the entrance; the attractive front door 
and side lights, the two quadruple casement sash on either side, with 
the two flower boxes set below them, are welcome additions that serve 
to emphasize the fine harmony that prevails throughout. 

Notice particularly the fine balance obtained in proportioning the 
windows of the second floor, Hold in mind, as you study this plan, the 
living comforts aftbrded by the sun porch and sleeping porch. 



Home 535 



In 535 the front door opens from the attractive hooded stoop into a large hall. 
To the left is a cased opening leading into the beautifully proportioneel living 
room: the fireplace is placed in the middle of the inside wall: opposite it is a beau- 
tiful French door leading onto the sunporch. To the right another cased opening 
leads into the dining room which is lighted by the triple window in the front and 
the two windows at the side, making a most cheerful and airy room: plenty of 
wall space has been provided for the necessary dining room furniture. In Plan 
535 the door leads directly into the kitchen which is supplied with our large 
kitchen case design D, as shown in the color section. The sink is placed right 
under the twin window and the cross ventilation furnished by the two windows 
makes this a cool and delightful place to work. A very convenient arrangement 
in this plan is the service hall directly behind the main hall. The rear door opens 
into this. The cellar steps go down from it and a short flight of steps leads up 
connecting with the main stairs, giving all the benefits of a separate back stair- 
way. Space for the ice box is provided in this entry: also a closet which can be 
used for coats, brooms, mops, etc. 

Upstairs there are three fine chambers and a maid's chamber each with a 
separate closet and each with cross ventilation provided. The bath opens from 
the hall and is equally accessible from all the bedrooms. A built-in linen closet 
is also provided, which opens from the hall near the bathroom door in the handiest 
possible place. This linen closet is similar to that shown on the colored section 
in this book. Over the front hall and entrance is built a dressing room which is 
arrangedas an alcove from the principal front chamber, and to which access is 
also had from the hall. This can be used as a little upstairs den or sewing room 
as well, and is one of the most aitractive features about this home. The wonder- 
ful large sleeping porch, which is a part of this plan, opens from both chambers 
and is one of the best liked elements of the whole home. Note that the two 
windows at the back of the stair hall provide an abundance of light and ventilation 
and help to make the whole upstairs cool in summer and cheerful in winter,

THE same front exterior exactly is provided for Home 
535-B. The difïerence in the plan is noted as soon as 
one steps inside the door. A vestibule has been pro- 
vided here with closets for coats on either side. The fireplace 
is against the outside wall, flanked by two French doors whieh 
lead onto the wide porch beyond. In 535-B the dmmg room 
is slightly larger, a serving pantry has been added and the 
kitchen arrangement has been changed. To provide this 
extra space an extension has been built on this side of the 
house. This also enabled the architects to plan for a down- 
stairs toilet.

Note that the serving pantry is provided with a large built-in case in 
which dishes, glassware and dining room supplies may be stored. The 
work table extends under the window. The kitchen case is still pro- 
vided in the kitchen and is arranged to adjoin the sink which is placed 
under the twin windows. Here the twin windows are at the back and the 
single windows at the side. The enlarged kitchen also permits the addition 
of a clothes chute and a broom closet, both of which are great conven- 
iences. From the front hall a passage hall leads back to the rear. hall and 
entry. A door from the rear hall gives access to the toilet and another 
door leads down into the cellar. The ice box is placed in the rear entry 
right next to the back door where it can be easily iced and is in a cool, 
protected place, yet is right handy to the kitchen. There is no direct out- 
side door from the kitchen, making this a warm room in the winter, while 
the abundance of windows keep it cool in summer. 

Upstairs a considerable change has been made in the plan. The large 
chamber "D" has been provided with a large closet opening from it. The 
closets for the two bedrooms on the opposite side are placed between the 
rooms, thus permitting considerable additional space to be thrown into the 
center chamber or sewing room. There is a big closet opening from this 
room, and the fine light and ventilation, and the good size of the room make 
it a really delightful bedroom. The bathroom is at the back with a linen 
closet opening from the hall opposite. Note the location of the clothes 
chute. The sleeping porch is provided in this plan as in 535. Owing 
to the stair arrangement it is not possible to interchange the upstairs floor 
plans of 535 and 535-B.

PICTURE to yourself the pleasure of owning 
and living in a home as charming as this.

THIS attractiye bungalow has three fine bed 
rooms, all with ample closets, living room, 
dining room, kitchen, bath room and sun 
room all on one floor, in a most compact and 
conyenient floor plan. lts most inviting exterior is 
distinguished by the wide eaves supported by 
brackets, the recessed porch and the half timbering 
in the front gable which sets off to advantage the 
stucco walls. Although it contains six big rooms 
exclusive of the sun room, it is only 28 ft. wide and 
will go nicely on a 40 ft. lot. 

The solid rail makes the front porch easy to 
screen if desired.

IN this design is exemplified one of the pronounced trends 
in modern small house architecture. The vogue of the two 
story Colonial Home has brought to the attention of the 
public, the remarkable charm of the Colonial Cottage. 

Here Gordon-Van Tine architects have combined in a winning 
manner the Colonial fee! ing with more modern architectural prac- 
tice. The battered gable ends add a peculiar sense of "hommess" 
to this home, which makes it doubly alluring, Note the plain 
but graceful entrance which, while adding a decorative feature 
necessary to the design, serves also the 'practical purpose of 
providing room for the vestibule, f rom which we pass to the living 
room — a room of generous proportions, which communicates with 
the sunroom through a wide, cased opening.

A FEATURE of first importance of this home is the f act that it is 
^only 22 ft. wide and therefore can easily be built on the 40 or 
""50 foot city or suburban lot. 
The steep lines of the roof suggest the English type while the 
panelled gables of both porch and house proper carry out the effect 
in a most pleasing and harmonious manner. 

Step into the well lighted, comfortable living room with its cheery 
fireplace in the center of one end.

HERE is a home after the English marmer — a type 
which is rapidly increasing in favor — whieh offers 
about all any six room home can have.

THERE is ito th ing more charming 
in modern architecture than the 
adaptions of the ideas of our

THIS is an example of distinction 
in the practical residence. 

The gambrel roof and the cut 
off gable ends are reminders of Old 
Dutch Colonial architecture.

THIS home stands out from the great number of hip roof 
houses because of its excellent Unes and proportions.

THE simple lines and good proportion of this substantial looking 
house are special! y set off by the big front porch, the wide box 
cornice and the dormer wïndows.

THE exterior of this home has a definite 
charm in its substan tial lines and 
appearance. The porch is large and 
roomy with four square columns and boxed 
rails of siding. This style of porch is most 
practical because sereens or sash can easily 
be placed in the openings, with the minimum 
of expense and efïort. The main roof of the 
house extends over the porch, adding to the 
beauty of the outline. The small dormer is 
justified — it breaks up the otherwise plain 
roof expanse. It balances the open area of 
the porch and adds considerable value to the 
general contour. No perspective or illustra- 
tion can really properly visualize this fine' 
modest home to you — you should see it to 
fully appreciate it. 

The interior is a fine example of skillful planning.
